"1 included the United States and 
nill quote as my authority a well- 
taown American outhor, Homer Lou, 
• who, in his latest book, "The Day 
■ul the Saxon," sjiys. 

"Knglaml and not the United 
ftatcs, giiAranteeft the independence 
,ai American nations; and in the pre- 
servation of the British iSmpire ra- 
ther than in the doctrine of Monroe 
tB to he found the tiasis of their 
security." 

"1 will not |.'ot further into the 
iftiestiun of the ni'Cessiiy for piopar- 
ktion. Mr. Lea makes one iziore 
statement in tbe book I have re- 
lerred to, which is worth uuoting. 
He says: 

"Wlieiieier the domiiiloiiB or colon- 
ies assume such a degroi! of indcpcud- 
•Dce that they take upon themselves 
the prerogative of their own defence 
ttnd tbe right of determining whether 
iir not they will assist in the defence 
< I the other parts, then they destroy 
kot alone themselves, but the Kin- 
Firc." 

"Now those are thï words of an 
«utsider, not a citizen of tbe British 
Vmpire, and they are worth consid- 
•Fing.
